Recommending 
specific trees for shade, structure, flower color or other 
uses, the Sunset charts tell what they look like, how 
they grow, how to use them to the best advantage, and 
where to see living examples.

The third program pro¬

And it just 
might not be very fair to 
the younger taxpayers. 
Wonder how much red tape 
and expense would be in¬ 
curred determining who was 
eligible. A means test is de¬ 
grading. 

Even if a slight tax break 
could be given, how about 
the high cost of mainten¬ 
ance and repairs? On a 
$22,000 home — and in this 
town that would be modest 
— the property taxes are 
about $500. Add to this in¬ 
surance, water, minimum 
gardening, putting aside a 
sum each month for the in¬ 
evitable repairs, painting 
and other maintenance, add 
to this a 4 per cent return on 
the market value of the 
property, and the owner is 
paying a rather high “rent.” 

It could be the black cloud 
of inflation is hovering over 
us and there is no “storm 
cellar” to nun to.

Security First Notionol Vote 5-4 Stock Split 


’The Board of Directors of Security First National Bank 
today voted a 5-for-4 split of the common stock, to be ac¬ 
complished by a reduction of its par value to $10 a share 


from the present $12.50 a 
share, and has also voted a 
20 per cent stock dividend. 
The action is subject to ap¬ 
proval of the Comptroller of 
the Currency as well as 
shareholders and will be 
submitted to the annual 
meeting to be held March 9. 
The combined result of this 
action would mean that 
each shareholder would re¬ 
ceive one additional share 
of stock for each two shares 
he owns on the effective 
date, which is expected to be 
April 21, 1965. The total out¬ 
standing shares after the 
split and the stock dividend 
would be increased to 11,- 
400,(X)0 from the present 7,- 
600,000. 

As a part vt this change, 


$19,000,000 would be trans¬ 
ferred from undivided pro¬ 
fits to capital and an addi¬ 
tional $1,0(K),000 would be 
transferred to surplus. This 
would mean that capital 
funds of the bank which ag¬ 
gregated $311,255,000 a t 
year-end would consist of 
$114,000,000 capital, $116,- 
000,000 of surplus, and un¬ 
divided profits of $81,255,- 
000 . 

Chairman Lloyd L. Austin 
said the directors believe 
these changes will create a 
broader market for the com¬ 
mon stock of the bank and 
that they are justified by 
the strong financial condi¬ 
tion and earnings record of 
the bank. He also stated 
that if earnings continue to 


warrent such action, quar¬ 
terly dlivdends are expected 
to be paid upon the In¬ 
creased number of shares at 
32 cents a share. This ccmi- 
pares with the present rate 
of 45 cents a share, but, by 
reason of the additional 
shares, would represent an 
Increase of 6 2/3% over the 
current dividend rate. Hie 
first dividend payable on 
the increased shares at the 
new rate would be the one 
normally payable to share¬ 
holders on August 5, 1965. 

Directors also declared the 
usual quarterly dividend of 
45 cents a share, payable 
February 5, 1965, to share¬ 
holders of record January 
19, 1965.

Many people in this area 
are entitled to some social 
security retirement pay¬ 
ments but are not getting 
them, Joe W. Tarbox, social 
security district manager in 
Pasadena, stiid today. 

“It isn’t necessary to stop 
working completely in order 
to get social security retire¬ 
ment benefits,’’ Tarbox said. 
“In fact, you can earn a 
good deal more than $1200 
and still get some checks.’’ 

Giving an example. Tax- 
box said that if a man and 
his wife are eligible for $150 
a month in social security 
benefits, he could earn $2200 
annually and still receive 
$1050 a year in social secur¬ 
ity checks.
